Harvey B. Feigenbaum, associate professor of political 
science at The George Washington University, has been awarded a 
Fulbright Scholar Grant for 1987-88. He will travel to France 
and Germany during the 1988 spring semester to research the 
effect of political authority on the economics of nuclear energy 
in advanced industrial states. 

Feigenbaum suggests that there is a direct correlation 
between government centralization and economic efficiency in the 
nuclear power industry.

GW DIRECTOR OF WOMEN'S ATHLETICS LYNN GEORGE TO RETIRE, 
MARY JO WARNER, ASSISTANT DIRECTOR, TO SUCCEED HER 

WASHINGTON,D.C. — Lyndale H. George, director of the GW Program 
in Intercollegiate Athletics for Women since its establishment in 
1975, will retire on August 31. George, who is associate 
professor of human kinetics and leisure studies at GW, came to 
the university in 1959. 

Mary Jo Warner, who has been assistant director since 1977, 
will become director on September 1. 

GW President Lloyd H. Elliott, commenting on George's 
approaching retirement, said, "The University is indebted to 
Lynn George for guidance and leadership in developing our women's 
athletic program and in providing each student the opportunity to 
develop her abilities to the fullest, while at the same time 
excelling in the academic arena." 

During the past 12 years, the GW women's eight-sport 
program has been developed under Professor George's direction. 
It is now seen as one of the top NCAA Division I programs on the 
East Coast. In the 1986-1987 year, the Badminton Team placed

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second in the national tournament; the Volleyball Team was second 
in the Atlantic 10 Conference; and the Basketball Team was fourth 
in the Atlantic 10 Conference. In 1984, the Women's Tennis Team 
won the Atlantic 10 Conference Championship, becoming the first 
and only GW team to win an Atlantic 10 Championship. 

At GW, Professor George established the Women's Athletic 
Advisory Council to provide student athletes with leadership 
opportunities and to ensure continuing communication between the 
athletes and the program faculty and staff. The eight sports in 
the program are basketball, volleyball, soccer, gymnastics, 
swimming, tennis, badminton and crew. Frequently the women's 
teams play host to visiting foreign teams and have traveled to 
other countries for competition.

G.W. ECONOMISTS SAY WORKING POOR IGNORED IN WELFARE DEBATE-- 
CALL FOR $10 BILLION ANNUALLY FOR REFORMS TO WORK 

The plight of the working poor has been ignored in the 

recent welfare debate, according to a new analysis released by 

Sar A. Levitan and Isaac Shapiro of The George Washington 

University's Center for Social Policy Studies. 

"Because so many of the poor move from low wage jobs to 

welfare and back again, Congress cannot hope to successfully 

reform the welfare system unless it seriously addresses the 

plight of the working poor," said Levitan, director of the 

Center. 

The authors suggest that if welfare reforms are to work, an 
additional $10 billion is needed annually to aid the working 
poor. "While the price tag is substantial, the costs of 
inattention may be even higher in the long run," said Levitan. 
Specific proposals include: 

♦Indexing the minimum wage to half the average private 
sector wage rate—an increase of more than one dollar an 
hour above the current minimum—to be phased in over several 
years. 

♦Increasing investment in job training programs, and 
reinstating a public employment program to alleviate job 
shortages. 

♦Supplementing with welfare benefits the earnings of poor 
workers who are family heads. 
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"These proposals reward work, enlisting the efforts of both 
business and government. Most importantly, they promote upward 
mobility and serve to alleviate deprivation—goals which are 
consistent with the American promise," emphasized Levitan. 

Due to sluggish economic growth and federal inattention, 
there were almost nine million impoverished American workers 
in 1986—an increase of nearly 40 percent since 1979, according 
to Levitan and Shapiro. 

Federal aid policies designed to help the working poor have 

never been very generous, say the authors. "In fact, with the 

exception of the 1986 tax reform bill, federal policies have 

provided even less assistance during the 1980s than in the 

previous decade—despite the increase in the number of working 

poor," they noted. For example: 

♦Minimum wage laws designed to promote economic 
self-sufficiency have increasingly failed to do so in recent 
years. The federal government has not increased the $3.35 
hourly minimum wage since January 1981, although consumer 
prices have increased by 30 percent since then. 

♦Funding for employment and training programs which 
augment the job skills of the poor has been reduced by more 
than half. 

* Although the number of poor single mothers has grown 
substantially, the federal government has done little to 
promote adequate child care. The lack of affordable 
day-care and health-care significantly inhibits many poor 
mothers from finding and retaining employment. 

"In a nation as affluent as the United States, the 

prevalence of the working poor challenges the fairness of both 

private wage and public income distribution practices. 
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While federal policies are only one element in ameliorating the 
difficulties faced by the working poor, federal leadership is 
critical in remedying the problem," Levitan said.

These findings, based on the authors' study Working but Poor to 
be published by The Johns Hopkins University Press, appeared in 
the July/August 1987 issue of Challenge and were prepared under 
an ongoing grant from the Ford Foundation to the Center for 
Social Policy Studies of The George Washington University.

The George Washington University has completed the 
installation of a state-of-the-art telecommunications system. 

The GW-owned system provides voice, data and video communications 
services to 70 academic buildings, libraries, student residences 
and administration facilities throughout the University and 
Medical Center.

telephone system. Using this new system, researchers can tap 
into local and national database resources, saving time and money 
and ensuring a more complete investigative process. 

The campus-wide network is linked through the GW Center for 
Academic and Administrative Computing (CAAC) which uses an IBM 
7171 to support the data network. The 7171 is a "protocol 
converter" which allows many devices, such as personal computers, 
to be IBM terminal-compatible with the University mainframe. A 
modem is not required for high-speed (9600 bps) communication 
between on-campus terminals. There is a shared modem pool to 
provide a gateway for data communications between GW and off- 
campus organizations.

G.W. ANNOUNCES MERGER WITH BENJAMIN FRANKLIN UNIVERSITY 

Officials of The George Washington University and of 
Benjamin Franklin University announced today that an agreement 
has been signed merging Benjamin Franklin University (BFU), a 
Washington, DC, school of accountancy and financial management, 
into The George Washington University, effective August 31, 1987. 

"The agreement provides an excellent opportunity for 
qualified Benjamin Franklin University students to continue their 
education," said GW President Lloyd H. Elliott. 

Under the agreement, Benjamin Franklin University will 
transfer all of its assets to GW. The transfer does not include 
the building which now houses BFU, located at 1100 16th St., NW. 

Benjamin Franklin undergraduate and graduate students who 
meet GW admissions requirements will be admitted to GW's School 
of Government and Business Administration this fall. These 
students will receive transfer credits for the satisfactory 
completion of comparable courses at BFU. 

"Benjamin Franklin University has a long and distinguished 
history of serving the community which we are confident will 
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continue under GW's capable direction," said Joseph Gamble, vice- 
chairman of BFU's board of trustees. 

Recognizing the tuition difference at the two schools, GW 
will provide substantial assistance to defray the additional 
tuition expense of students who transfer from BFU to GW. 

Merger talks were initiated in March because of new 
requirements by state accountancy boards in Virginia and Maryland 
which would prevent BFU students from taking the certified public 
accountancy exam. As a single-discipline school, BFU did not 
have the academic accreditation required by the two states. 

Although the District of Columbia accountancy board did not 
change its accreditation requirements, Ben Franklin officials 
felt the standards of all three jurisdictions needed to be met 
because its graduates worked in all three. 

Founded in 1925 by the late John Thomas Kennedy, a law 
graduate of The George Washington University, Benjamin Franklin 
University has a current enrollment of more than 300 students in 
its undergraduate and graduate programs.
